THEY CALLED EACH OTHER LIARS. 
Disorderly Scene at the Poorhouse Scandal 
: Investigation. 

The County Board visited Dunning yester- 
day to investigate, at Dr. Rosa Engleman’s 
request. the charges of immodest conduct pre- 
ferred against her Supt. Pyne of the 
Poorhouse by the late usekeeper, Mrs. S. 
D. Franks. Before, during, and after the in- 
vestigation some lively personalities 
were indulged in, especially between 
Commissioner Greene and Supt. Pyne, and 
the testimony at times was somewhat sensa- 
tional. Gen. Lieb called the committee to 
order, and on motion of Commissioner Smith, 
Mr. Nelson protest ing, the investigation was 


conducted behind closed doors. 


This matter of scandal,” said Mr. Smith, 
“is a delicate thing to handle, and we don’t 
know where it will lead to. It is unfortunate 
that the committee allowed itself to be led into 
such a hole.“ 

The witnesses were examined under oath, 
but nothing new beyond what has already 
been published was brought out except added 
vulgarity in details. Mrs. Franks repeated 
her charges at length, and with in- 
creased positiveness; but what she said 
was declared wholly and absolutely 
untrue by Dr. Rosa Engleman and Supt. 
Pyne, both being under oath. The latter went 
into the reasons for the discharge of Mrs. 
Franks, saying she was continually quarreling 
and refusing to obey orders. 

It's false cried the ex-housekeeper, and 
her interruptions were so frequent that it was 
proposed to put her out,of the room. Mrs. 
Pyne then went on to say how she pleaded 
to be taken back. The next day 
Gen. Lieb said to him: I know a good deal 
about you, andif you don’t reinstate her I 
will bring it before the board. He threatened 
me and called me a dirty, sneaking 
Irish cur before Dr. Benson and others.“ 

*“*T shall be Superintendent here if it isn’t 
but for a day, replied Mr. Pyne. *“* Mr. Green, 
when these chdrges were made, drew up reso- 
lutions for my discharge and tried to get one 
of the Commissioners to present them to the 
board, and this before I had an opportunity 
to clear myself.

SHORT AGE OF A NEW ORLEANS TELLER. 


Eugene Garcia of the Louisiana Pank' Un- 
able to Account for $190,000, 

New Oxveans, La., Oct. 22.—[Special. |— 
The announcement was made tonight that 
Eugene F. Garcia, who for twenty-six years 
has been paying teller of the Louisiana Na- 
tional Bank in this city, is short in 
his accounts to the amount of $190,000. 
The suspicions of the bank officials 
that Garcia’s accounts were not entirely cor- 
rect were first aroused Oct. 8 and experts were 
at once summoned to make the necessary in- 
vestigation. Oct. 17 they reported that the 
shortage amounted to $190,000. Garcia was 
at once called before the Board of Directors 
and acknowledged to them that his accounts 
were not in perfect shape, and said that any 
shortage which existed was due to the payment 
of odd cents upon checks and to errors and 
mistakes made in the regular course 
of business during the last fif- 
teen years. He denied that he 
had appropriated the money or any part of it 
to his own uses, and protested that none of it 
had been squandered in profligacy. Garcia is 
66 years of age, married, and has always 
enjoyed an excellent reputation. He has 
not been arrested yet and is still at 
his home in the city. The bank officials de- 
cline to state in what manner they will pro- 
ceed against him. R. M. Waimsley, Presi- 
dent of the bank, made a statement eliciting 
these facts and declaring that the bank was ina 
perfectly solvent condition. The amount of the 
shortage, he says, has alremly been passed to 
the profit and loss account. The amount of 
the shortage, deducted from the undivided 
profits of the bank, leaves a surplus of over 
$750,000. Winslow, Lanier & Co. are the 
New York cotrespondents of the bank, and it 
has besides correspondents in all the larger 
cities of the Union. 


FOUR MONTHS WITHOUT NOURISHMENT 


Remarkable Vitality Shown by an Impris- 
oned Turtle.

TO START WORK AT ONCE. 


THE FAMOUS ANACONDA MINE WILL 
NOW BE OPENED, _ : 


J. B. Haggin Comes to an Agreement with 
the Railroads and Mareus Daly Will 
Begin Operations at Once—Butte City 
Rejoices in the Good News—What It 
Means to the Town- Output ef the 
Mines—Vast Outlay of Money for Work 
and Material. 

Burrs, Mont., Oct. 22. — [Special.] — The 
Anaconda mines are open, and there is gen- 
eral rejoicing in this city and Anaconda, It 
was late last night when a cipher message 
from New York was receivéd at the office of 
the Anaconda company, which was kept open 
in anticipation of important news. When 
translated the message read: | 

Marcus Daly: Start the works atonce. I have 
agreed with the railroad. J. B. Hacer. 

Mr. Daly was delighted. Owing to the 
tardiness of the message he made up his mind 
that he was sure to be in the railroad business 
and was agreeably surprised. He notified the 
Anaconda Standard, which is his property, 
and inégtructed the editor to announce the 
opening of the mines. He retired late but 
arose early to have the national emblein 
hoisted on the flagstaffs at the different prop- 
erties of the company. As the flags were un- 
furled the whistle at the mines began to blow 
loudly if not gleefully. Since March 20 nearly 
everybody in the city had been waiting for the 
“whistle on the hill” to blow. The voice 
of the Anaconda horn was quickly recognized 
and the meaning of its tones was as readily 
understood. The Anaconda Standard is 
practically a Butte paper. It is printed at 
Anaconda, but nearly all the editorial and 
reportorial work is done in Butte. Mr. Daly 
could not get a press franchise for it in Butte, 
so he located it in Anaconda. A special train 
brings the larger part of each edition each 
morning to Butte. It was on the streets when 
the “‘ whistle on the hill” began to blow, and 
was shortly followed by an extra issued by the 
Miner, which had been scooped. The whistle 
blew almost incessantly for an hour and 
before it ceased the tidings had spread 
throughout the city. Between the “ whistle 
on the hill,” the papers, and enthusiastic and 
active women and children the whole city was 
awakened, even hotel guests being compelled 
to hear that the mines were to be opened. At 
Anaconda the people were beside themselves 
with joy, the event being finally celebrated by 
a procession headed by a brass band. With 
the smelters of the Anaconda company, the 
most extensive and the finestin the world, 
‘lying idle, Anaconda was almost a barren 
waste. 

Has Been Living in Hope. 

Since last March it has existed through the 
hopes of the former employés of the smelter 
who remained there spending their earnings 
and running in debt, sanguine that the mines 
must open some time and the smelter once 
more provide employment. The Anaconda 
Mine is the biggest institution in the West. It

mines are of extremely varying grades, some 
yielding 60 per cent copper, while others yield 
only 4 per cent. One specimen taken from 
the Mountain Consolidated, and being saved 
for the World’s Fair, weighs four tons, and is 
said to be 60 per cent copper, The average 
yield is about 124 per cent copper and five 
ounces of silver to each ton. It is said that 
after next Sunday, when the mines will be 
working full force, the amount of ore will 
average 4,000 tons. 
‘What the Mines Will Do. 

The Anaconda and St. Lawrence can each 
furnish 1,000 tons daily with little extra ef. 
fort, so it is fair to estimate the refined product 
at 500 tons of copper and 20,000 ounces of sil 
ver. At 10 cents a pound the copper will be 
worth $200 a ton or $100,000. At 85 cents an 
ounce the silver will be worth $17,000. These 
figures give a total daily yield of the mines 
of $117,000, The company employs at least 
2,200 men in mines and offices in Butte and 
the lowest wages paid any of the employés is 
$3.50 a day. Three dollars and sixty cents, 
which is said to be a fair average, 
would give a daily outlay for labor 
here of $7,920. At Anaconda they em- 
ploy 1.600 men, whose daily wages are at 
least $5,500. In the mines 100,000 feet of tim- 
ber is used daily at an average cost of $1,600, 
There is also an expense of $800 a day for 
cord wood for fuel, no coal being used. The 
smelters at Anaconda are supplied with 520 
tons of coal daily, obtained from the Union 
Pacific railway, at an estimated cost of $6 per 
ton or $3,120. These disbursements aggregate 
$18,940 and the item of freight from mines to 
smelters, which was $2,000 daily when the 
mines shut down, will be at least $1,000 here- 
after. Thys the disbursements of the company 
in Butte and Anaconda for labor, fuel, timber, 
and transportation amounts to $20,000 daily, 
and with the mines running Sundays 7, 00. 
000 annually; that is.why the people of Silver 
Bow County and the State rejoice over the 
opening of the mines. Marcus Daly left for 
Anaconda this evening. 


Cause of the Trouble. 

Before going he said: The whole trouble 
arose from the greed of the railroad compa- 
nies. The report thatthe mines were likely 
to be sold to a foreigr syndicate caused the 
Union Pacific ana Northern Pacific, which 
control the Montana Union, to advance rates. 
They thought the sale would certainly be 
effected and proposed to skin the foreigners. 
Instead they were skinning us. When they 
refused to reduce rates Mr. Haggin got mad 
and said he wouldn't stand their imposition, 
and the result was the closing of the mines. 
It was costly business all through and both 
the company and the railroads came out of it 
heavy . losers. When I left New York 
[thought the matter was settled, but the Union 
Pacific people got their backs up and have 
kept things in a tangle for over a month. 
When we shut down I put the engineers at 
work on a survey of a railroad from here to 
Anaconda, and when I went to New York I 
showed the plans to Mr. Haggin. We were 
ready to begin railroading and had made pro- 
visions to dispense with the costly railroad 
that goes back and forth across the hill until 
it reaches the summit. We proposed to have 
our terminal in the valley and raise elevators 
and cables to hoist and lower freight to and 
from the mines to the railroad grade. I 
hated to see the mines closed and so many 
poor people out of employment, and, more 
than that, I hated to be unable to tell them 
anything definite when they were all looking 
to me for information. Now I’m going to 
work with them and will act as my own gu- 
een for the next six months.“

END OF THE FAMOUS PRATT DIVORCE CASE 


The Wife Given a Decree on the Ground 
of Cruelty. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 22.—[Special.]— 
One of the most sensational divorce cases in 
the annals of Alameda County was settled 
late this evening by Judge Elisworth of Oak- 
land by the granting of an absolute separation 
to Mrs. Bertha C. Pratt from her husband, 
George Pratt, on the grounds of cruelty. The 
trouble in the tamily was first made public 
& year ago, when Pratt shot and seriously 
wounded L. L. Bramwell, President of the 
California Insurance company, for intimacy 
with his wife. After lingering: for several 
weeks between life and death Bramwell re- 
coverea, after which Pratt was tried for at- 
tempted murder and acquitted. Mrs. Pratt 
confessed that Bramwell had been intimate 
with her. Pratt was employed as an agent by 
the California Insurance company, and in or- 
der to carry on his relations with Mrs. Pratt 
Bramwell sent him off on long trips 
ia connection with the company’s busi- 
ness. «ince he was sent to China, and on two 
or three occasions was sent East for several 
weeks atatime. After his acquittal Pratt re- 
turned to live with his wife. As the time wore 
on Pratt regretted having taken his wife back 
and brought suit for divorce. Mrs. Pratt in 
turn filed a counter-suit charging her husband 
With cruelty and infidelity. In rendering his 
decision tonight Judge Klsworth said he was 
satisfied that Mrs. Pratt nad been guilty of 
infidelity, but as Pratt had condoned her of- 
fense and lived with her afterward he could 
do nothing else than grant a divorce on the 
ground of cruelty.

AND CHICAGO SENTIMENT ABROAD. 


Valuable Work Done by the Foreign Com- 
missioners While They Were in Europe 
—Extensive Purchases of Paintings Soon 
to Be Brought to Chicage—The Con- 
scripts” Was Left for the Chamber of 
Deputies—Silent as to Loops and Elec- 
trie Lines. 


New York, Oct. 22.—[ Special. ]—C. T. Yerkes 
arrived in New York today on the steam- 
er City of New York. He has been absent 
three months, having sailed for the other side 
July 22. He is stopping at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. A reporter for Tun Tarnunm called 
there tonight. Mr. Yerkes has seldom looked 
better, and he showed every indication of hav- 
ing been greatly benefited by his trip. “Al. 
though he said that he had a most de- 
lightful time, yet he is not sorry to be 
once more on his native land. Mr. Yerkes said: 

‘“*Everythmg looks most favorably for the 
art exhibition from the other side at the 
World’s Fair to be held in Chicago. Anton 
Proust, who has charge of the French depart- 
ment of art, is very sincere in his desire to 
make a large exhibit. He will go so far as to 
suggest the erection of a building wherein the 
art produets of France will be displayed. This 
building will be a sample of the French ef- 
forts in art. I told him I did not think 
that could be Gone, but cannot say positively 
as yet. The collection, however, of pictures, 
statuary, and other pieces of art development 
from there will be very large. 


They Have Heard of Chicago. 

“The people in France are very enthusi- 
astic, as indeed they are all over Europe 
wherever I went. I was agreeably surprised 
to find Chicago spoken of in the most en- 
thusiastic terms. There is great anticipation 
for the success of the Fair. Isaw the model 
of the great fountain that is being planned by 
Macmonies. He is an American beulptor in 
Paris. The fountain is not only great in con- 
ception but beautiful in design. It is pro- 
gressing very well and will probably be fin- 
ished in time for the Exposition. 

In Germany, Holland, and Belgium every- 
body is fully alive to Raving things done in 
time. I never had the least idea that there 
would be the talk and enthusiasm over Chica- 
go and the Fair as I found not only in these 
countries but also in France. The Commusu- 
sioners who visited the other side did a great 
deal of good by coming into personal contact 


with the representatives of the different na- 


tions. They were able to tell them all about 
‘the Fair as far as arrangements had been 
made at that time, and it was this informa- 
tion that got everybody all worked up with 
enthusiasm. 

I have strong hopes that some of the na- 
tional museums will send their collections to 
the Fair, but this can ouly be consummated 
through their representatives making the re- 
quest of foreign governments.”’ 

On being asked about his -purchases of art 
while abroad he continued: Of course, I 
could not go away without adding to my col- 
lection. . There are only a few pieces, and they 
will arrive in about fourteen days. The most 
celebrated of the lot I got in France, but it 
will not vome with the others. It will grace 
the French Chamber of Deputies.

THE CONEMAUGH GOES TO THE BOTTOM. 


Sunk Near Detroit by a Collision with the 
New Torx. 

Durnorr, Mich., Oct. 22.—[Special.]—The 
Anchor line steamer Conemaugh passed De- 
troit on her way to Buffalo about 7 o’clock, 
being preceded a short distance by the steam- 
barge Burlington and four consorts. On 
reaching Smith’s coal dock the Conemaugh 
caught up to the last of the barges, and as the 
Burlington was going to turn in for coal she 
signaled the Conemaugh to go to starboard, 
which she proceeded to do. This brought her 
quite close to the Canadian side of the river, 
and just at that time the Union line steamer 
New York was sighted coming up. Both 
steamers were under full steam, and owing to 
some misunderstanding of the three signals 
the New York and Conemaugh struck with 
terrible force. The latter got the worst of the 
blow, being struck on the port side nearly 
amidships, and sank rapidly. The top of ber 
cabin can just be seen above the surface, The 
Conemaugh is a wooden steamer valued at 
$80,000 and was built in Bay City in 1880., She 
was laden with 1,850 tons of flour, besides a 
considerable quantity of package freight. 
The New York was damaged very little by the 
collision, and proceeded on to Chicago this 
morning.

Minutes Inside of Two Years. 
retary Benjamin F. Tracy varies his Cabinet 
duties by reading all the “horse news” in the 
daily papers.

Tu dispatch to an evening paper announc- 
ing that Russia has closed in around Constan- 
tinople turns out to have been{a silly fake.“ 
There are indications that it was got up for 
the sake of influencing the markets, and in- 
tended to be sent to ali the morning papers 
but got out prematurely, so that the sell“ 
was discovered in time to prevent any but a 
small circulation. It was discredited within 
fifteen minutes. Men on the inside say they 
have no doubt it a story got up in the ex- 
pected interest of who 
are loaded down with “long” stuff, includ- 
ing wheat, which they hoped to be able to dis- 
pose of by a swindle on the upward bound of 
prices expected to follow the publication of 
the neus just before the opening of specu- 
lative business yesterday. It was a most un- 
likely story. It is the wrong time of the year 
—just on the edge of winter—to begin great 
operations of a warlike character on the shores 
of the Black Sea. So far as can be judged 
from the present outlook there may be an 
outbreak next spring, but hardly before that. 
Battles have been fought in midwinter ere 
this, but it was generally as a sequel to hos- 
tilities begun in the warmer months of the 
year. 


SOME COOLEY ORGAN LIES NAILED. 

„Once he [do- nothing Cooley] was out,“ 
says a Democratic organ of the Cooley-Guth- 
rie-Hurd faction of obstruction, “his patient, 
modest work was cast over to two alien, fancy, 
high-priced engineers, to each of whom was 
paid $10,000. On the basis of Mr. Cooley’s 
researches they supplied the board with an 
imaginary water-colored view of the canal 
and resigned. That bit of folly cost the peo- 
ple $20,000.” 

There is hardly a word of truth in the asser- 
tions of the Cooley-Guthrie-Hurd organ quot- 
ed above, 

The facts are: (1) The money paid to 
Messrs. Worthen and Newton was $6,055.50, 
not $20,000, as falsely asserted. Mr. Worthen 
got $8,055.50 of this, Gen. Newton $3,000, 
They did not ask for more. They did not get 
more, They got less than a third of what the 
Cooley organ alleged. 

(2) They did use some of the data collected 
by Cooley, thatin reference to borings be- 
tween Chicago and Summit along the line of 
the proposed channel, but they had to pick 
those figures out of a mass of rubbish collect- 
ed by Cooley & Co. at great expense to the 
district—such as the figures of the water 
gauges, rain gauges, and loose matter refer- 
rng to what Cooley called physical re- 
searches,” collected by one of his en- 
gineers named Ward, down below Mor- 
ris. The facte in reference to borings 
ascertained by Cooley were compared with 
facts ascertained by Mr. Worthen ahd Gen. 
Newton from actual observation, and the 
facts ascertained by the United States Gov- 
ernment surveyors under Capt. Marshall. 
From those facts collected and compared it 
was found possible by Mr. Worthen and Gen. 
Newton to determine two routes for the canal 
to Summit, either of which could be followed 
at about the same cost to the district. This 
was done at not exceeding $15,000 all told, 
whereas Mr. Cooley threatened that his ex- 
penses would be $15,000 per month and that 
he would not be able to outline his route till 
the summer of 1892, 

(3) In seeking for men to do real engineer 
ing work, the majority of the Drainage Board 
towards the close of last year came to the con- 
clusion that they would not select any mere 
theoretical engineers. They selected practi- 
cal men, engineers who had accomplished 
some work. Gen. Newton was and is an en- 
gineer of world-wide fame, a practical and a 
successful man. He had accomplished that 
which he had undertaken. So had Mr. 
Worthen. Neither is an alien. Both are 
Americans. Their price was moderate. They 
did work. Mr. Cooley only speculated. 

No man can point to a piece of engineering 
work of any magnitude accomplished by or 
under the direction of Mr. Cooley. He has 
been in Chicago now for many years. With 
what practical engineering project has his 
name been associated? He is incapable of 
constructive work. As an assistant engineer 
for the city his line was like that of Guthrie 
(who sometimes served in the same capacity), 
mere theorizing, experimenting, and vision- 
ary. 

Do the people of Chieago want to put this 
man in power over the practical, careful, 
methodical, working engineer Artingstall, who 
only awaite the action of the courts to begin 
work on a basis of cost not more than half of 
Cooley’s speculative estimates and without 
any reference to *‘ Skokie cuts-off” or rain 
gauges, or physical researches,” or dry- 
water channels,” or any other chimerical 
schemes or crotchets? 

And are they going to do this at the instiga- 
tion of those mere dumb-driven Drainage 
Trustees, Frank Wenter and W. H. Russell, 
who quarrel with the majority of the board 
because they (Wenter and Russell) have not 
the remotest conception of their duties? 


LEIF ERIKSON AND CAPE CoD. 

A lecture recently delivered by Prof. Hors- 
ford before the Bostonian Society contained 
an elaborate comparison of data ascertained 
in cunnection with the abortive discovery of 
the northern part of this continent by Leif 
Erikson. He claims that the noint on which 
the voyager landed about 1,000 A. D., or nearly 
500 years before the visit of Columbus, was 
none other than Cape Cod. This corresponds 
to asailof fourteen days with a good wind, 
and to the shortest day of nine hours, when 
Leif reports they had the sun from 7:30 to 
4:30. Astronomical computation shows that 


| 890 years ago the length of the day in latitude 


42° 2 was 9 hours and 8 minutes. Further- 
more the description tallies with the facts, 
that in passing Cape Cod and the 
islands the river flows through a 
small land-locked day, the water of 
‘which is salt at floodtide and fresh 
at ebb, the Back Bay being the only one on 
the coast that answers to the statement. The 


| speaker claimed to have determined the sites 


of the foundations of the houses and the fish 
pits alluded to by Leif and his companions and 
to have found other solid reasons for conclud- 
mg that the Vineland home was in the basin 
of the Charles River. But the discovery was 
not followed up and came to nothing. 

Perhaps the most interesting of Prof. H. “s 

deductions is that with regard to the origin of 
the name America. It first appeared in print 
in 1507, but Prof. Jules Marcou has estab- 
lished the presence ofa tribe of natives in 
Central America long known as Amirriques 
and also of a range of mountains and a 
river known as Amirrique. It is sug- 
gested that Vespucciheard this name, very 
like his own, and whether he heard it or not, 
the name was here. Columbus knew its equiv. 
alent in Jamaica as early as 1494. 
The essayist suggested that the name vindi- 
cates the honor due to the Northman from the 
very outset, but the world derived no benefit 
from his discovery. _

But 
the great point is that Erikson’s discovery 
was not made known in or utilized by Europe, 
while the discovery of Columbus was imme- 
diately proclaimed to the whole of civilized 
mankind and the colonization of the conti- 
nents speedily followed, while the other navi- 
gator’s discovery came to nothing and to all 
intent and purposes died with him. | 


COTTON MANUFACTURING HERE AND m 
ENGLAND. 

The fres-trade papers and speakers gre 
claiming that it was admitted by protection- 
ists ten years ago that the cotton-manufactur- 
ing business of the United States needed no 
protection, and could compete with that of 
England in spite of the somewhat higher 
wages paid on thisside of the ocean, even 
though all duties on cotton goods were re 
pealed. And then these free-traders proceed 
to say that since this class of manufactures 
needs no protection, there is not one which 
does, and that if the English free-trade system 
were adopted not one American mill or 
factory would be closed or the wages of one 
American operative reduced. 

The Watterson tariff plank of the Demo- 
cratic platform of 1884 had no such declara- 
tion as this. It stated emphatically that there 
were “many industries which had come to 
rely upon legislation for successful continu- 

ce,” and that any change of law must be 
at every step regardful of the labor and cap- 
ital thus involved.” Those statements of 
Henry Watterson, who wrote the tariff plank, 
were true then and are so now. 

A report was made in 1881 in reference to 
the ability of the American cotton business to 
take care of itself without protection, whicb 
with certain. important limitations and condli- 
tions would be quite correct. There are some 
great branches of the cotton-weaving business 
which need but little protection; there are 
others which need considerable, and the great- 
er the part of fabrication done by labor in the 
production of the goods the greater the need 
of protection against. the cheaper labor of 
competing Europe. The Massachusetts man- 
ufacturer gets his raw material a little cheaper 
than his English rival, and the market he sells 
his goods in is nearér to him than to his Brit- 
ish rival. 

In the next place the making of cotton 
goods is largely done by machinery, and but 
little by men, most of the labor being done 
by women. Of the capital invested in the 
cotton manufacturing business, 32 per cent is 
in machinery; and in the boot and shoe busi- 
ness but 1344 per cent. Every cotton mill 
hand represents $2,000 of capital invested; 
every boot and shoe maker only $500. The 
first step in the process of making cotton 
eloth is the spinning of the yarn. That is 
done, except for the very finest yarns, on a 
self-acting mule —automatie machinery 
which almost entirely dispenses with human 
labor. The labor element is very nearly elim- 
mated from the cost of the yarns. America 
can spin them cheaper than it can be done in 
England, though the machinery costs a little 
more here than there, and though in capital 
cost it is more expensive to borrow money 
here than there, but water power is cheaper 
than steam power. 

The next step in the process is the weaving 
of the cotton yarns, which is done on power 
looms. More labor is needed here than in 
spinning the yarns, but far less proportionate- 
ly than in the manufacture of many other 
classes of goods. The labor used in Massa- 
chusetts factories, though better paid than in 
English ones, is cheaply paid compared with 
that in other businesses, because so much of 
it is mere tending on machinery by females, 
and it takes comparatively little skill. The 
work which used to be done by Yankee girls 
and then by Irish girls is done now by French- 
Canadian females. 

The result is that in good ordinary shirtings 
and sheetings Massachusetts is able to com- 
pete with England, as is shown by the exports 
of plain cottons, the quantity of which is in- 
creasing. But when the finer grades of cot- 
ton goods are reached, in the manufacture of 
Which there is a proportionately 1 9 
amount of labor, arid higher-priced labor, too : 
the ability to compete with England ceases, 
and the need of protective duties increases. 
A look at the detailed report of the exports 
and imports of cotton goods will show just 
where this country can compete and where it 
cannot. 

Therefore, as this country can do without 
protective duties only in certain branches of 
the cotton manufacturing business where but 
little labor is needed and there are specially 
favorable conditions which do not exist else- 
where, it is clear that the United States can- 
not take the protective duties off all textiles, 
off iron, steel, and glass pottery, etc., without 
ruining its manufactories or cutting in half 
the wages of the men who find employment 
in them. If the American cutler could get 
steel for less than the European, and if he 
could make knives by automatic machinery 
attended by the cheapest of female labor, he 
might need but little protection. But his raw 
material is not cheaper, and 80 per cent of the 
cost of his wares consists of wages. For him 
and others like him, considerable protection 
is a necessity, if the American wage scale is to 
be preserved at anything like the present ane. 
But the free-trade Democrats, from Cleveland, 
Watterson, Mills, Boies, and Campbell clear 
down to the Chicago Herald, Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, and Des Moines Leader, are howling 
for the abolition of all protection, 


HONEST. 

The recent occurrence in a batch of a nm- 
ber of cases of bank-wrecking and embezzle 
ment has moved some papers and persons 
who take a gloomy view of things to observe 
that the world is yrowmg very evil, and that 
an era of rascality has set in.” This is but 
a part of the song which has been heard ftom 
the beginning of recorded time about the 
good old days” when men were so. much 
braver, honester, more virtuous, and stronger, 
and lived longer and happier lives. 

It is true that every now and then there is 
an epidemic of thievery and boodling, as there 
is of murder and railroad accidents, but com 
paratively speaking the civilized world is hon- 
ester than it was fifty years ago, or a century, 
or two centuries. There are more thieves in 
the United States today than there were in 
1840, but their increase has not more than 
kept pace with the growth of population. A 
great many more dollars were embezzled last 
year than in 1840, but the percentage of the 
total wealth of the country which changed 
hands dishonestly was much smaller last year 
than half a century ago. As wealth increases, 
so do the opportunities for being dishonest. 
As the receipts of Federal revenue increase, 80 
should the likelihood increase that a larger 
sum will be stolen. But asa matter of fact 
the percentage of less by defalcations is dimin- 
ishing steadily. 

The country is afflicted: today with SE 
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the other flatism.“ advocates are 
with a few exeeptions men who want to cheat 
their creditors.- A little over a century ago 
this flat craze, the worst of the two, swept 
over the then United States and triumphed 
nearly everywhere, Today it is doubtful if it 
could carry more than ajState or two. The 
reason is that the people as a mass are hon- 
ester now than in 1780 

There 1s more honesty in public and private 
transactions than there used to be. Mer- 
chants are honester on the average. The per- 
centage of fraudulent failuresissmaller. The 
community is gradually learning that it 18 
wrong or that it does not pay to steal, and that 
honesty is the best policy. The process of 
education is painfully slow, but progress is be- 
ing made all the time. There seems to be an 
exception to this rule in the case of some 
legislatures and many city councils. 
But on that point there are two things 
to be said: Oneof them is, that the tempta- 
tions and opportunities are far greater than 
they used to be—there are more valuable 
franchises to be sold and there are more cor- 
porations to be blackmailed. The other is, 
that there was a great deal of legislative cor- 
ruption in the good old days, but people 
paid little attention to it because they were 
not overly honest themselves, and the press in 
those days was weak and unenterprising and 
did not expose it. The corruption of the New 
York Legislature in 1819 in dealing with cer- 
tain bank matters was notorious. Theshame- 
less Yazoo job of the Georgia Legislature took 


ference between then and now is that the pub- 
lic conscience is a little keener and the chance 
of exposure greater. The same thing is true 
of drinking. Far less whisky is imbibed in 
proportion to population than a century ago. 
Few then talked of the evils of drinking, and 
all men drank, The temperance movement 
began in the forties. Much less whisky is 
consumed now per capita, but the evils of the 
business are realized more acutely, and judg- 
ing by what some say one would fancy that 
drunkenness was increasing, while it is really 
lessening. The good old pure days were bad 
old corrupt days. s 


OUR BALANCE OF TRADE INDEBTEDNESS 
TO FOREIGNERS. 

The free trade Milwaukee Journal tried in 
vain to prove that the balance of foreign 
trade 1s not against the United States, and 
gave a table ostensibly showing that the true 
value of our imports during seventeen years 
is equal to that of the exports for the same 
period, while in fact its figures showed that 
the balance of trade had been 1,222 willions 
against us. Itthen proceeds in the same article 
to admit that England and other European 
countries hold large amounts of our securi- 
ties, and that “ of late years some individual 
owners have been glad to sell their breweries, 
their flouring mills and elevators to English- 
men who had the money to invest.” It says 
the English people have bought our proper- 
ties and securities because they had surplus 
capital and expect larger returns from it than 
they can get at home. 

This is a dead give away.“ Thestatement 
concedes the whole claim made by Tan Tam 
ung, because by the showing made in the 
columns of that Democratic free trade con- 
cern that indebtedness of ours has accumu- 
lated as the sum by which the cost of our 
imports of merchandise and the precious 
metals has exceeded the value of our exports 
for a long series of years past. The English 
who have bought those securities and prop- 
erties may have had the money to spare, and 
paid it over, but did so to the merchants and 
bankers in England whose claims must have 
been satisfied with gold sent by us had they 
not been able to take their pay in securities 
on which they could. realize from home in- 
vestors. To say that without the use of this 
capital we could not have carried on our 
enterprises is simply begging the question on 
the part of the Journal. The proportion of it 

‘that has been used in fresh construction or ex- 
tended production within the last ten years is 
notoriously small. The money has been paid 
for American properties already in existence 
and doing a profitable business. 

The Milwaukee Journal is weak coined to 
say, Until these securities fall due there is 
no power that can compel us to purchase 
them except on our own terms.“ Does that 
help the case any? Would the argument be 
of any value in discussing the standing of a 
merchant here who was loaded down with 
debt? If he were known to have borrowed 
money on a large part of what he owned 
would it make the debt any smaller to know 
that he could not be made to pay before the 
end of the times named in his contracts with 
the men who had lent him the money? The 
fact is, the longer his notes had to run the 
more would he have to pay out in the shape 
of interest on the use of the borrowed capital, 
and if the total of indebtedness were so large 
that it could be met at maturity only by ex- 
tending the old notes or giving new ones in 
exchange for them, the fact of those notes be- 
ing offered to him at a discount could not 
help him much. On the contrary, it would 
rather tend to his detriment by depreciating 
not only the value of whatever residue of 
property he might own but also his credit. 
As a rule the borrower is not benefited by a 
decline in the sellmg value of his property 
while in the hands of the lender. But 
what happens is this: The foreign 
holders of our securities which are 
not due when they need money 


what they will bring, thus depressing the 
whole market for billions of bonds and stocks, 
as happened last winter, when they threw on 
Wall street enough American stocks and 
bonds to gather up and carry off in a few 
months 76 millions of our gold, and our stock 
market has not yet recovered from the para- 
lyzing effect of that drain. If the balance of 
trade had not been running against this coun- 
try our securities would not be held in Europe 
to any extent and we would not be subject to 
such assaults and drains. How curious it is that 
Democratic leaders do not understand so plain 
and simple a matter. 

The statement of the Milwaukee paper that 
“there is no balance of trade except such as is 
immediately settled by payment in gold” is 
so absurd that it must have been written dur- 
ing moments of mental aberration. Certainly 
that is no more true as between commercial 
nations than it is between individual traders, 
and everybody knows that credits play an im- 
portant part in modern business methods be- 
tween individuals. It would be correct to say 
that the aim is to keep balances as small as 
possible, but they can be and are kept down 
by the exchange of paper securities for the 
payment of the debt at some future time, 
such securities being salable by the first 
creditor to some one else who will take 
them in exchange for the money. If by 
the term balance of trade” the Mil- 
waukee paper means the difference be- 
tween actual values of exports and imports, 
as shown in the tables it pubiishes in the

Charges Against a Mining Official. 

Loxpon, Oet. 22.—At the examination in 
bankruptcy proceedings today of the direct-

Boating Over Lawus and Meadows in the 
Upper Valley.

Loxpon, Oct. 22.—The Upper Thames val- 
ley is threatened with a flood, the water being 
higher than it has been for seven years past, 
when the last big flood occurred. Last night 
a heavy storm passed over the town of Wind- 
sor, and much rain fell. The river rose over 
four inches on the meadows towards Clewer 
and a part of the Windsor race course was 
ooded. Qn the Buckinghamshire shore the 
Eton College fields were partly submerged, 
The Home Park, facing Windsor Castle and 
Egham Meades were flooded for miles 
around.

That organization she 
said had come to life a few days before, with 
Mrs. S. L. Jenks as President and Margaret 
L. Shepard Secretary. The object was to or- 
ganize the women voters of Chicago. After a 
few speeches had been made the following was

We, qualified voters of the City of Chicago, in 
mass-meeting assembled, do cordially indorse and 

illing subscribe to the resolution adopted to 

orm award and city committee to be known as 
the Non-Partisan Ward City Committee of Wom- 
en Voters and to become members of the same or- 
gunization. 

The meeting then adjourned to meet next 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock.

Mr. Kraus drew forth his platform and 
dit. It was adopted without debate to the 
oyance of Mr. Kraus. who had a speech 

ready to make in its defense. It is as follows: 

Resolved, That we indorse the full purpose of 
the drainage legislation of the General Assembly 
of 1889; that the contaminated water. impure air, 
and offensive and unhealthful surroundings de- 
mand the earliest and most complete remedy ; 
that sanitary relief is the prime concern, but. that 
the commercial objects made incidental to the 
sanitary purposes are of the highest public 
benefit. 

Resolved, That we indorse the policy set forth 
in the joint resolution of the General Assembly of 
1889—viz.: That it is the policy of the State of 
Illinois to procure the constructi-m of a water- 
way of the greatest practicable depth and useful- 
ness for navigation from Lake Michigan via the 
Desplaines and Illinois Rivers to the Mississippi 
River; and that we favor a systematic effort to 
induce Federal codperation to the further end 
that Sanitary District may be relieved of 
those liabilities in the valley which are vexatious 
in their nature and uncertain in character and 
amount. 

Resolved," That we believe work should be com- 
menced on said canal and that the same be pushed 
with the utmost speed toa perfect completion at 
the earliest possible time, in an honest, economi- 
cal, and business-like manner. 

Resolved, That we deprecate the evils arising 
from our dual system of government, and that we 
believe that such a division of responsibility 
causes waste, extravagance, and corruption, and 
therefore we advocate that the City Council ‘and 
the Board of County Commissioners be consoli- 
dated and form one government under a proper 
system to be adopted by the Legislature. 

Mr. Kraus called up the discussion of his 
pet project, the new constitution for the 
government of the Democratic party. He 
said plainly that he feared the Cregierites were 
going to strangle it. He thought it was time 
to prepare for the primaries, to which it 
should be submitted for adoption. Those 
primaries ought to be conducted, he thought, 
under the Australian ballot system. There 
was at once aloud protest from the Cregier- 
ites, led by Austin 0. Sexton, who claimed 
that the only law relating to primary elections 
was the Crawford law. 

A peace resolution was adopted indorsing 
the proposed Democratic Constitution and 
asking Democrats to vote for it.

The Evening Journal gold medal went to 
Lieut. Cutler of the Fifteenth U. S. A., he 
making the highest score, forty-one and forty- 
four, in the 500 and 600 yards’ range in the 
buil’s-eye and competitive firing.

TO PASS ON THE COUNSELMAN CASE. 


Constitutionality of the Inter-State Law to 
Be Argued at Washington Soon. 

WasHINGTON, D. O. Oct. 22.—[ Special. ]— 
Arguments are to be made soon in the Su- 
preme Court on the Counselman case, which 
questions the constitutionality of the Inter- 
State Commerce law. It comes up on appeal 
from Judge Gresham’s decision. The lower 
courts held that the commission had a right 
to demand testimony from a shipper who was 
alleged to be getting rebates from the rail- 
roads. The ground taken was that only in 
this way could it be determined whether or 
not the roads were discriminating in violation 
ot the law. Mr. Counselman’s attorney took 
the position that a shipper could not be com- 
pelled to give evidence which would cririnate 
himself. So far, however, the -courts have 
held that in refusing to testify the witness is 
in contempt of court and the evidence must 
be given. Mr. Counselman ‘has not had to go 
to jail yet under the contempt * 
but the Supreme Court’s decision will de- 
termine whether he can remain free much 
longer if he keeps on refusing to testify. The 
Inter-State Commission looks on the case as 
one of great importance. Mr. Counselman 
has been in the city for some days past.
